THE ADHIMSIOH OF J>AIiOTA. 


The Democratic opposition to the »d- 


mission of Dakota, or the southern half 
of it, as a State, is puroly partisan and 
as purely maligant. They have urged 
no reason against it which is not false 
or puerile on its face, and the real ob- 
jection they have to it is the fear that 
it will oast a Republican vote and 
strengthen the Republican 
party in 


Congress. 


The southern half of Dukota is en- 


titled to admission as a State upon 
every rule under the enabling act which 
governs admission. It has an area of 
75,000 square miles, nearly as much as 
Illinois and Indiana. It has a popula- 
tion of over 200,000, and next year 
-will have over 300,000. It cast ni the 
last election 30,000 votes in round num- 
bers. It is rapidly filling up and grow- 
ing in wealth. The Indians have re- 
cently been removed 
from the vast 


iraet included in the old Sioux Reserva- 
tion, and whito people from the North 
will soon occupy that rich territory in 
large numbers. Its population is al- 
ready larger than that of muny States 
when they were admitted, aud it is in- 
creasing in a manner unprecedented in 
the history of this country. The Lmud 
Office can hardly accommodate appli- 
cants, and emigrants from abroad are 
turning their faces iu this direction by 
hundreds and thousands. It alr3ady 
has more population than 
Nevada, 


Florida, Vermont, New Hampshire, or 
Delaware, and next year it will have 
more than Rhode Island. 


The only reason that the Democrats 


urge against the admission is that the 
southern hall of the State has not suffi- 
cient population. This can be easily 
ascertained. Let them so amend the 
enabling act that a census can be taken 
next July. If it shall then be found 
that the population is sufficient, ou the 
ratio of representation, to entitle it to a 
Representative, let it be admitted; and 
if it is not, then let it stay out and wait 
another year. If it have snoh'a popula- 
tion, there is no reason for keeping it 
out. 
Its people are law-abiding; they 


have no institutions which are incom- 
patible with Republicanism; they are 
desirous of coming iu, and have made 
application. 
But, say the Democrats, 


Dakota shall not come in unless New 
Mexico, Montana, and "Washington Ter- 
ritories ure desirous of coming in, and 
if they have the requisite population 
under the enabling act, let them come 
iu. There is no reason why they should 
not. But this is not the real reason of 
their hostility. 
They fear the political 


consequences. They are afraid that 
Dakota may send two Republican Sena- 
tors to Congress, and that the new State 
may be Republican. 
Such a position 


as this they cannot afford to take. 
It 


will react upon them in a manuer they 
will regret, and it will place them 
before the country in an attitude of par- 
tisan meanness more contemptible than 
. any they have yet occupied. 


What is claimed to be the largest pen- 


sion paid to one person in the United 
States has beau settled in St. Louis. 
The pensioner was honorably discharged 
from the army iu 13U4, on account of 
injuries, and iu four days thereafter he 
became totally blind, and has so re- 
mained ever since. His case has beon 
pending for sixteen years, and in the 
meantime pensions for persons injured 
aa he was have been several times in- 
creased.

It was then increased, re- 
spectively, to $2-1, $33, SoO and finally

The aggregate sum accruing to 


date, and which ha received, was "j>9,- 
Ofi3 47. 
He will hereafter receive, dur- 


ing his life, $72 per mouth. 


A V1CTOUY FOIt THE TYPOS.

of Bancroft <fc Co., and not through any 
antagonism to the association which 
embraces the printers and newspaper 
men of Nevada. 
After being made 


awure of the error he favored the change 
and will support the substitute. 


Railroad to tlio North. 


[Tusearora Times-Review.] 


The day is not far distant when the 


fuel used in this camp will have to bs 
brought from the railroad or by a now 
railroad from this point to the pine for- 
ests of Oregon. The permanence of 
thia camp is, we believe, fully estab- 
lished, and as long as the mines pro- 
duce ore, the mills must run, and every 
hour consumes numerous cords of fuel. 
There is but one solution to the ques- 
tion, and that is in the construction of 
a railroad, either from this point to the 
pine regions of the Blue Mountains, 
there to connect with the Oregon sys- 
tem of railway, or from this point to 
connect with the Central Pacific. The 
most natural connection we think is 
with the former point. We could do 
very well with a road to the north. 
Wood from tho Bluo Mountains by rail 
could be laid down for eight dollars a 
cord, taking as a basis for the estimate 
the rates demanded iu Virginia City for 
wood brought from the Sierras. 
The 


supply from the north would be inex- 
haustible, while from the south, unless 
it was brought from the Sierras, it 
would be only a question of time, and 
brief at that, when it would give out. 
If we could ignore the existence of the 
Central Pacific, and form a connection 
with the Northern route, and the sev- 
eral Oregon branches, a vast market 
would be easily readied. 
Grain, vege- 


tables and fruit and cattle, with all 
Eastern productions ami manufactures 
would bo at our very door, and perhaps 
we might be designated as a "competi- 
tive point." 
The cost of a narrow 


gauge road to the north would be at the 
minimum for such constructions. After 
leaving Deep Creek until tho timber re- 
gion is met, there is not a hill to be sur- 
mounted or a stream of any magnitude 
to be bridged. To railroad men and 
capitalists the field is certainly a very 
inviting one, and we believe ero long 
tha matter will receive particular atten- 
tion. 


Oiir Indians. 


[Tusoarora Times-Review.] 


From all we can learn by conversa- 


tion with the leading Indians belonging 
to the Duck Vallf-y Reservation, we be- 
lieve that under the frugal and careful 
management of Agent Mnyhugb. not- 
withstanding the severity of the Winter, 
they have ou hand a plenty of provi- 
sions, and nro passing the Winter more 
comfortably than some whites. Why 
the Indians around Walker and Pyra- 
mid lakes should suffer is beyond our 
keu. Yet we rend that Representative 
Cassidy, of Nevada, called upon the 
Secretary of War und laid before him 
the resolutions adopted by the Nevada 
Legislature, asking that rations be 
given Indians in Nevada, who are starv- 
ing, to tide them over the present in- 
cloment season, when it is impossible 
for 
them 
to 
procure 
subsistence 


by huntiug. We do not believe iu 
tiding those people over the few cold 
months of the year. Let them suffer 
for a while, and perhaps habits of econ- 
omy might be acquired. If their simple 
mode of living with every mountain aud 
every stream to hunt and Hsh in, with 
their regular annuities, will not keep 
them alive, let them starve. 


There seems to be iv temporary lut 


up, at least, in the. rush of emigrants to 
this country, and from present appear- 
ances the large figurus of 1882 will not 
be approximated this yeur. The arri- 
vals at Now York during Juuuury were 
about 30 per cent, less than in tho samo 
month of lust year, and arrivals at some 
other ports show a. corresponding fal- 
ling off. There may be u large number 
of arrivals this year bat 1881 and 18S2 
were exceptional years aud their figures 
will not probably bo reached.

A .lloiimuciit to Or. AUoliisun. 
A monument to be placed over the 


grave of the late Dr. George Aitchison,

Hammocd doubted its

and thought the Senator had failed to

measure 


Through the Mississippi States it hac 
been tried and had been given up in 
favor of tho Supreme Court system 
He aid not know that any State had 
given up the Supreme Court for the olc 
"ircuit Court system. 
.This would 


make of the Chief Justice an autocrat. 
Judges were only men after all and sub- 
set to human weaknesses. When saoh 


revolution was contemplated in the 


udiciary it should bo carefully consid- 
ered in every particular. 


Schooling was not prepared to vote 


'or such a change for the reason which 
iad been so ably stated. 


Westerfield asked if a judge elected 


under one system would be more honest 
ihan if chosen by the other. 


Hammond declined to answer ques- 


ions, as he disliked personal debate. 


Hobart held that this measure is both
